A proud Niki told GT: “Zoe looked so composed and 
incredibly mature up there on the platform and delivered 
everything we could have dreamed of by becoming the 
Commonwealth Champion. Hearing the English anthem 
and seeing the Cross of Saint George raised for her 
brought us all to tears of joy. We didn’t get to celebrate 
with Zoe before travelling home but will have to make up

LEGAL eagles who voluntarily 
support people threatened by 
homelessness have received 
an award from Her Majesty 
The Queen. 

A group of 25 trainee lawyers 
were awarded the Queen’s 
Voluntary Service Award in the 
Queen’s Birthday honours in 
June. 

And last week they received 
an engraved glass block and a 
certificate in recognition of the 
work they do with Greenwich 
Housing Rights - the council- 
backed project which supports 
people facing homelessness. 

Around 15 of the 25 volunteers 
attended a reception in the 
mayor’s parlour before the award 
presentation at the full council 
meeting last Wednesday (July 
30). 

It was presented by the Queen’ 
representative for 
Greenwich, the Deputy 
Lieutenant for Royal 
Greenwich, Dr Pieter van 
der Merwe, for its work in 
reducing homelessness by 
advising and advocating 
for those at risk of losing 
their home. 

The honour recognises the 
outstanding contributions 
that groups of volunteers 
make to local communities 
and is equivalent to an MBE. 

The Greenwich Housing 
Rights Duty Advice Scheme 
were nominated by Meridian 
Money Advice with who they 
work closely.

lawyers undergo a three-month 
traineeship. They then go on to 


provide advice and support to 
tenants and homeowners in rent 


or mortgage arrears as well as 
supporting them in court. 


GHR manager Chris Minnoch 
said: “It’s a very unusual case for 
volunteers to have the degree of 
responsibility they do and it’s a 
testament to their commitment 
and dedication to reducing 
homelessness. This award is 
recognition for our current 
volunteers but also for those who 
have helped us over the last ten to 
15 years.” 

Tracey Wilkinson-Hoy started 
as a volunteer in 2006 and is now 
a volunteers coordinator for the 
project. She attended a garden 
party at Buckingham Palace 
for the award announcement in 
June and said: “Our volunteers 
are so dedicated and we couldn’t 
function without them. It was 
a wonderful surprise, a great 
honour and we are so proud of 
what they have achieved.” 

Trainee solicitor Claudine 
Letsae who has been a volunteer 
housing advisor for over a year, 
said: “It’s a nice gesture and more 
voluntary groups need to be 
recognised for the work they do.” 

Fellow volunteer Dustin Speirs 
said: “At our drop in sessions we 
can be presented with a whole 
range of things. People don’t 
always know their rights and often 
need independent representation. 
This award is not just for us but 
for every charity that does this 
sort of thing.”

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Traders back 
clampdown on 
super-strength 
alcohol

SHOPKEEPERS in Woolwich town 
centre are firmly behind a campaign 
to cut crime and anti-social behaviour 
fuelled by super-strength alcohol. 

Called ‘Reducing the Strength’, the 
voluntary campaign aims to encourage off- 
licences to take cheap, high-strength lager 
and cider off the shelves. 

Since the scheme came into operation 
24 out of the 30 stores in the town centre 
no longer stock cheap, high-strength beer, 
lager and cider. They say the effect on their 
businesses has been dramatic - and takings 
have actually gone up, rather than down, as 
a result. 

Jay Patel, manager of Townsend 
Newsagents in Greens End near the DLR 
station, said: “I was the first to sign-up 
to this scheme because I had drinkers 
outside my shop and my customers were 
complaining. Since I stopped selling it, I’ve 
had no trouble in the shop, and it’s worked 
very well for me.” 

Jayesh Patel, who runs the JB Patel shop in 
Woolwich New Road, said: “We used to have 
drunk customers coming in, intimidating 
our staff, and actually urinating in the shop. 
When we stopped selling high-strength 
lager there was an immediate change, 
and the staff say they now feel a lot safer. 
I encourage anyone who has not yet signed 
up to do so.” 

Kam Chotai, who runs Jash News in 
Woolwich New Road, said: “I support the 
scheme completely, and encourage others 
to sign up. It will encourage more people to 
come into your shop.” 



The campaign is being piloted in 
Woolwich, and may be rolled out to other 
parts of the borough. It’s being run by the 
council, and is backed by the police, and the 
Crime Reduction Initiative charity which 
supports people with alcohol abuse issues. 

Traders were invited to an information- 
sharing forum organised by the council 
last Wednesday at the Woolwich Centre. 
They received information about the cost 
of alcohol abuse on both health and crime, 
and met town centre wardens and licensing 
officers. 

Speakers included the borough’s police 
chief, Helen Millichap, and Sgt Matt Burns 
who said: “One of the biggest challenges for 
us is anti-social behaviour, and a lot of that 
is linked to alcohol. Ninety-five per cent 
of the people drinking in General Gordon 
Square are regulars, and the vast majority 
drink very strong lager. Reducing it will 
have a knock-on effect and make the town 
centre a better place to be.” 

The campaign aims to make it harder to 
buy cheap cider and lager above 6.5 per cent 
strength. It also wants a clampdown on sales 
of single cans. The council is providing shop 
window stickers for businesses to show they 
have signed up to it. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the council’s cabinet 
member for community safety and the 
environment, said: “Abuse of high-strength 
alcohol is a very serious issue. It very 
quickly gets people into a state where their 
behaviour is not acceptable. I would like to 
thank all the traders who are co-operating

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Burglaries down 

Police issue summer crime prevention tips 


THE borough has seen a seven 
per cent fall in residential 
burglaries over the last 12 
months. 

There were 1,345 in the 12 months 
up to May, compared with 1,447 
for the year before. This puts 
Royal Greenwich third in the list 
of lower burglary rates among 12 
neighbouring boroughs. 

But the Met is warning people 
not to be complacent, and allow 
their homes to become easy targets 
for burglars during the summer 
holidays. 

Burglars are operating both 
during the daytime and overnight 
and several homes with UPVC doors 
that have not been fully locked have 
been targeted by thieves using 
tools and levers to open the doors 
through the letterbox. With the hot 
weather, thieves are also looking 
for open windows to get easy access 
into residents’ homes. 

Officers from Safer 

Neighbourhoods Teams, including 
Greenwich, will be looking out for 
vulnerable homes over the next few 
weeks, when, traditionally, there is 
a rise in the number of burglaries at

insecure premises. 

Detective chief inspector Steve 
Baxter, who leads one of the 
burglary squads, said: “As many 
people prepare to head off on their 
summer holidays, we want to 
remind them to keep their homes 
secure, as there is nothing worse 
than returning from holiday to find 
your house has been burgled. 

“Burglars will look for easy targets, 
so it doesn’t take a lot of effort to 
make your home less attractive to 
thieves. Simple steps like keeping 
doors and windows locked and 
having a light on a timer switch can 
go a long way to deterring burglars. 

“This also applies to those staying 
at home as well. Many burglaries 
happen when people are at home 
during the day, with thieves only 
taking a few seconds to nip in 
through open or unlocked doors to 
steal valuables like phones, tablets 
and even car keys to steal cars 
parked on driveways. 

“People with UPVC doors are 
particularly vulnerable to this as 
they often shut the door and pull 


the handle up, believing the door is 
secure. However, thieves can use a 
simple lever through the letterbox 
to open the door from the inside, 
so we’d urge people to lock their 
doors with a key, whether they are 
at home or out and about.” 

Police are issuing their top tips to 
help residents avoid getting burgled 
over the summer. They are: 

• Mark or etch your property with your 
postcode, house or flat number or the 
first three letters of your house name. 

• Register items with a serial number at: 
www.immobilise.com 

• Do not leave your car keys or ID 
documents near doors, letterbox or 
windows. 

• Always check who's at the door and 
don't open it if you feel anxious. 

• Close and lock all your doors and 
windows, even if you are only going out 
for a few minutes. 

• Keep your valuables out of sight. 

• Leave some lights on if it will be dark 
before you get home. 

• Install a visible burglar alarm. 

• Always keep sheds and outbuildings 
locked. 

• Cancel milk or other deliveries if you 
will be away for days or weeks at a time

suspiciously in your area, call 999.

'Ahoy there! 7 for 30 
young people 


THIRTY young people from the 
borough are being given the chance of 
a lifetime to take part in September’s 
prestigious Tall Ships Regatta. 

They are being sponsored by Berkeley 
Homes to sail aboard the Golden Leeuw, 
a 70 metre long, three-masted topsail 
schooner, reminiscent of the 1930’s era.

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Pizza man banned 
and fined £ 6,375

THE owner of a takeaway 
pizza shop in the borough 
has been fined a total of 
£6,375 for 16 hygiene 
offences - and banned from 
running a food business for 
five years. 

Hasib Ayubi, who ran 
'Millenium Pizza' in 
Woolwich Road, appeared 
at Woolwich Crown 
Court for sentence, after 
a prosecution brought 
by the Royal Borough of 
Greenwich. 

He had originally pleaded 
not guilty, saying that he 
had sold the business to an 
employee. But he changed 
his plea on the eve of the 
trial. The court ordered him 
to pay his fines within 12 
months, and imposed the 
five-year ban. 

The court heard that 
council environmental 
health officers had carried 
out an unannounced visit 
in February 201 2 and found 
filthy utensils, no hot water 
for washing equipment, 
and poor lighting. During 


follow-up visits 29-year-old 
Ayubi continually failed 
to do what the inspectors 
asked for, and also ignored 
written warnings. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the

environment, said: "This 
was a disgraceful way to run 
a food business, with little 
regard to hygiene and to 
ensuring that the food on 
sale was safe for customers 
to eat. The severity of 
the fine shows just how 
serious the court regards 
these offences. We will not 
hesitate to prosecute food 
sellers who put people's 
health in jeopardy by 
cutting corners, or ignoring 
the advice we can offer 
them."

SOUTHMERE Lake has been given a new 
lease of life after a clean up project that has 
boosted the local wildlife habitat. 

The project was the result of a partnership 
effort between the Environment Agency, 

Trust Thamesmead, Southmere Angling Club, 
Gallions Housing Association and a team of 
dedicated volunteers. 

Peter Gray, Environment Agency fisheries 
officer, said: "Southmere Lake will benefit 
tremendously from the project, so I'm 
extremely grateful to everyone who 
contributed and those who gave up their time 
to help out." 

The fisheries and biodiversity team from the 
Environment Agency developed a plan to 
improve the habitat for local wildlife, and 
reduce the need for ongoing maintenance at 
the site. However, before anything could be 
planted, a team of volunteers from Southmere 
Angling Club cleaned up the lake by removing 


old netting and clearing rubbish from the site. 
The 1 6 volunteers carried out a range of work 
at the site, including the planting of reed beds 
and vegetation along the edges of the lake. A 
tough new metal fence was also fitted on the 
outside of the planted area to make rubbish 
removal possible without disturbing the new 
vegetation. 

Alex Forrester, Trust Thamesmead's 
community development officer, said: "A 
big thank you goes to everyone who took 
part. The clean-up really does highlight what 
can be achieved when organisations and 
individuals come together, working towards 
the same goal." 

Individuals and community groups can apply 
for up to a £5,000 to run a similar clean-up or 
environmental project in South Thamesmead.

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Remembering The 


ONE hundred years ago yesterday (Monday) 
Great Britain declared war on Germany at 
1 1 pm, triggering the bloodiest and most costly 
conflict in our nation's history. By the time the 
armistice was declared five years later in 
1 91 8, millions had lost their lives. There was 
scarcely a family that had not suffered the loss 
of a loved one. DICKTOWNSEND-SMITH reports 
how the poignant anniversary of the Great War 
is being marked in the borough 


A FTER months of research and hard work hy 
volunteers, a travelling exhibition telling 
the story of the impact the Great War had on 
the borough just been launched hy the new Royal 
Greenwich Heritage Trust. 

Backed by a £10,000 grant from the Heritage Lottery Fund 
and support from the council, 

The project has been researching the names carved on 
local war memorials. The aim was to find out more about 
the lives behind the names, and bring their stories to life 
again. A team of dedicated volunteers have been scouring 
the archives and period newspapers, to find out what the 
war meant for local families. 

Experts from the Greenwich Heritage Centre in Woolwich 
have been working with volunteers and families to build a 
picture of local life during the war years. Members of the 
public whose relatives served - and died -- in the conflict 
have come together with community and heritage groups 
to share information and memories. 

The launch event at the centre last Wednesday (July 30) 
gave visitors a preview of the exhibition. It features the 
stories of local soldiers, and what happened to them during 
the grim years of war. Borough councillors, trustees, 
volunteers and historical societies were invited. They 
included Jean Kent from Blackheath, the great niece of 
two young soldiers who feature in the exhibition. Brothers 
Jack, 23, and Henry, 19, Sturgis, whose names are on the 
Charlton war memorial, died just 20 days apart. 

The exhibition features two large display boards. One 
features Charlton House at war, and the war memorials. 
The other looks at the lives of six local soldiers, and what 
happened to them. There are also artefacts from the 
conflict on show in the temporary gallery. 

The exhibition will move to the Town Hall in Woolwich 
for Remembrance and then go on to Charlton House on 
November 17. From January it is due to visit borough 
community centres, libraries and public buildings.

Spot the Zeppelin cartoon fun 


T HIS cartoon might seem 
quaint and amusing now, 
but at the time it was deadly 
serious, and based on real 
events which cost lives. 
Woolwich was a prime target 
for the enemy because it 
was home to the Arsenal, 
the massive factory complex 
making munitions for the war. 
The Germans sent terrifying 
Zeppelin airships armed with 
bombs up the Thames, guided 
by the moonlight. 

On August 25, 1 91 6, munitions 
workers who had come to 
Woolwich to work in the 
Arsenal were bombed. Homes 


were damaged and a house in 
Well Hall Road was completely 
destroyed killing three 
members of the same family. 
The homes were all on the new 
Garden City Estate, later to 
become the Progress Estate, 
which had been built to house 
Arsenal workers. 

The following week, late on a 
Saturday evening, people were 
warned to leave their houses 
and move to open space. 
Crowds gathered on Woolwich 
Common as the searchlights 
began looking for incoming 
Zeppelins. One was shot down 
by local gunners, and became 


a mass of white flames. The 
crowd cheered, hugged each 
other, and began singing Rule 
Britannia and Men of Harlech. 
Now that civilians had become 
targets, the Zeppelins became 
known as the "baby-killers". 
The accounts of the raids in 
the local Kentish Independent 
fuelled this hatred. Queen 
Mary, the wife of King 
George V, visited the Garden 
City on March 24, 1 91 6. It 
was reported in the local 
newspaper that the Queen had 
"nothing but praise for what 
she saw" and commented 
upon the "lovely gardens".

T HE travelling exhibition gives 
people a chance to view the hard 
work of Heritage Trust staff and a 
group of dedicated volunteers, who have 
spent months researching the names on 
the borough's war memorial and tracing 
the stories behind them. 

They include hotel manager Marcia 
Peters, who moved to the borough 
from the Netherlands last year and 
has been researching names on the 
Eltham memorial. She said: "I've traced 
the history of five families, using the 
research room at the Heritage Centre two 
or three times a week. It is very addictive, 
and I'm hooked. 

"What I'm doing is fascinating. I have 
always been very interested in the First 
World War, and I got involved in the 
project because I thought it was an 
excellent way to learn about my new 
environment. 

It's very interesting to bring these stories 
back to life. People passing by just see 
names on the war memorials, without 
knowing anything about them and what 
happened to them. I've found out about 
Nelson Corp, whose family ran Lyme Farm 
in Eltham. He went to Roan School, joined 
up and served as a gunner with the Royal 
Horse Artillery. He was killed by a German 
shell at the age of 22 on June 1, 1918. He 
is buried in a communal cemetery in The 
Somme. His brother Gordon was in the 
Veterinary Corps, survived the war, and 
lived in Greenwich until he died in 1 969. 
"It's addictive. I call them 'my boys'. Doing 
this is bringing to life long-forgotten 
names on war memorials, and finding out 
things about them, such as how much 
they enjoyed football." 

Another volunteer is Lynne Dixon, 
who lives in East Greenwich and works 
part-time as a lecturer at Greenwich 
University. She said: "I've been looking 
at scores of letters given to the Heritage 
Centre that were written by a soldier to 
his fiance. He was Frank O'Keefe who lived 
in Brookhill Road, Plumstead. He was a 
staff sergeant and was based in Le Havre 
in France. He worked in ordnance, and 
invented an automatic loading device 
for the Lewis machine gun. The letters 
say how his family are doing, and the 
good times they had together and the 
anticipation of life together after the war. 
They had one daughter, born in 1 925, who 
lived locally until the 1 970s.

"It's really very interesting because it's all 
about personal things about how families 
were affected by the war. The letters were 
brought in by a local couple who found 
them in their attic. Some of what they 
say is really personal, and you feel you 
shouldn't be reading it. 

Frank says he is really worried about his 
fiance because of the zeppelin raids and 
rationing on the home front, sugar was in 
short supply.

The news confirms that the council’s 
plans to make roads safer are paying 
off. The borough has the lowest number 
of people killed or seriously injured in 
London, and road casualties are the 
lowest since records began. 

Deaths and serious injuries involving 
children on the roads are just half what 
they were a year ago, and are now the 
lowest figure ever recorded. 

Measures taken by the council to 
improve road safety include: 

• A 20 mph limit on more residential 
streets 


• New cycle facilities and lanes across the 
borough 

• Cycle training for 1,200 children and 250 
adults in the last year 

• Advising more than 5,000 students and 
pupils on road safety 

• Travel training for pupils moving up to 
secondary school 

• School crossing patrols at more than 50 
schools. 

Cllr Danny Thorpe, the council’s 
cabinet member for regeneration 
and transport, said: “While we’re 
really pleased to see such massive 
improvements the aim is to do everything 
we can to prevent any serious incidents 
occurring. It’s pleasing to see that many 
of the road safety measures we have put 
in place have had such a positive impact. 
There are so many different factors that 
might contribute to a road accident but 
we continue to do everything we can to 
keep getting the numbers down and to 
make our streets as safe as possible.”

Zoe was able to reach her weight goal in 
the nick of time but then had yet another 
hurdle placed in front of her when Michaela 
Breeze, the legendary Welsh weightlifter, 
had come out of retirement specifically for 
the event and she had never before been 
beaten by a British athlete in her entire 
career.

I 
am still in my comeback from injury so 
at the moment I am trying to get as many

Gemma watched 
on as her husband 
Euan Burton 
won gold in the 
male category 
on the same day 
and was over the 
moon to celebrate 
with her family. 

An overjoyed 
Gemma said: “I 
am literally the 
proudest wife, 

Euan did so well 
and the fact that 
this was the last 
tournament he 
will ever compete 
it makes it all 
the more special. 

He has had an 
amazing judo 
career and to see 
him finish it off in
